Hi, 

| recently got a copy of M.A.S. #7. | liked it so | read 
it all, but something in the article entitled "1989: a lock back 
in time to 1988" struck me. The person who wrote it stated 
that New Caledonia had been granted independence. 
Well, ’m sorry butit’s far from being true. There has been a 
fight for independence on that island for years but | don’t 
think it will achieve anything, for several reasons, at least for 
a long while. 

First of all France has quite a few reasons to hold 
on tight to that island. Not economic reasons, actuaily it has 
more to do with strategy. The Pacific Ocean is one of the 
French strongholds in that field. Nuclear tests are 
conducted on Murumora - remember what happened to 
the Rainbow Warrior in 1985? Can you imagine U.S.A. 
giving up Hawaii? Well?... 

Italso has to do with the New Caledonian natives. 
They are a minority in the whole population, so even in 
case of a truly democratic decision, the white majority 
would prevail and of course they would choose remaining 
French. Or rather staying there and keep making a lot of 
money (needless to say of most land owners or other good 
businessmen), since they would leave the island in case it 
did become independent because they would not be 
wanted and would no longer have the French police and 
army to protect them. The last French colony - rather former 
French colony - that gained independence was Algeria in 
1962. The situation was different. 90% of the whole 
population were natives, so that was slightly different from 
the situation in New Caledonia where 30% only are natives.

| just finished reading the interview with 
Mike Gunderloy (Factsheet Five) in MRR 
#/7 and there was a point he made that | 
feel deserves to be commented on myself. 
He stated that he was distressed about 
the fact that a lot of anarchist 
organizations are based on top to bottom 
revolutionary organization - meaning there 
are a lot of networks and organizations 
that are based on a national or global level 
instead of community level. “So they all 
Start out by creating a national party (if 
they're anarchists they'll call it a 
‘federation’ or a ‘network’ and run around 
trying to recruit people,” | would like to 
comment and add to his statement by) 
explaining in a little more detail about what 
‘kind of organize we are trying to do, as the 
Profane Existence Collective and the 
Anarchist Youth Federation (A.Y.F.) 

First | want to throw out some’ 
false ideas of what the Anarchist Youth 
Federation is about because the name 
obviously may lead people to believe this 
jto be an organization as such. So what is 
the A.Y.F. then anyway? In a few words it 
is a network of anarchists on a local and 
international level. Here in Minneapolis, 
where the A.Y.F. first started in tangible 
form, consists of a number of groups and 
individuals, mainly associated ‘by friend- 
ships and interests, who every now and 
then come together for a meeting and 
discuss local problems and projects. 
Unfortunately the meetings are too few 
and far between to get a great deal of 


organizing done. On the other hand, the 
meetings have been a great opportunity to 
contact people of similar interests and 
share all sorts of practical information and 
ideas. Almost like a miniature anarchist 
gathering on a local level. 


You probably may know the A.Y.F. has a 
local P.O. Box and many people may be 
quick to point out the  hieretical 
implications this may have. The idea 
behind the P.O. Box is to have a single 
address for contact with groups of similar 
ideals around the world. The actual amount 
of global contacts is very large and the 
idea is to link ourselves together with the 
same principals in mind as the local 
meetings. One common misconception | 
think a lot of people have towards the 
Minneapolis A.Y.F. is that it is the ‘national 
headquarters’ or something. That probably 
stems from the fact it is the only active 
group to go by the name A.Y.F. 

Locally, any resemblance of 
organization within the group is broken 
down into smaller groups of people who 
have volunteered to take on the 
responsibility of answering the mail, 
running the mail-order distribution service 
and the creation of the new Minneapolis 
A.Y.F. bulletin. Also involved with the 
A.Y.F. are people with similar ideals and 
may have their own projects to deal with, 
like the Profane Existence Collective, 
RABL and the new Fight Back ‘zine, etc... 

Basically what it comes down to is we 
are all together represented in the A.Y.F. 
as long as we are willing to reach out and 
take part. 

Just as a quick note, however, the 
Minneapolis A.Y.F. has come out with the 
first edition of it’s bi-monthly bulletin. It’s 
free but send postage. The idea behind the 
bulletin is to transfer information from a 
local to global level and vise versa. 
Basically a news sheet modeled after 
Warzine, U.K. Resist, Ecomedia, etc. and 
also includes the latest goodies available 
at minimal cost from A.Y.F. Distribution. 
As it turns out the bulletin will be printed 
during the even numbered months, 
between issues of Profane Existence. 

As for Profane Existence, yes we are a 
part of the A.Y.F. Just to clear the air a bit 
as to what we are about, let me say this. 
The Profane Existence Collective is a 
group of people dedicated to promoting 
positive ideals within the international 
Punk community. We hope to achieve this 
through Profane Existence fanzine and 
the record label of the same name.

What does it mean when my 
roommate, (Bill, the lead vocalist for Crib 
Death), says | should write for the new 
local fanzine, It’s Alright to be an Asshole ? 
Maybe it means lve read too much 
Bukowski lately, maybe it means he’s 
noted a change in my_ attitude since 
quitting Crib Death three days into this 
summer's tour? Maybe, just Maybe. It is 
rather difficult for me to be objective about 
the whole affair known as my life. Perhaps 
an, “I don’t know”, would suffice. Anyway, 
| had just returned from an expedition in 
carnage. Wyoming’s mule deer hunting 
season had opened one week earlier and | 
had'been there. Blood and life flowed from 
countless deer, antelope and elk. (Almost 
poetic, huh?). | was not a hunter of mule 
deer on this particular trip. | was a hiker. | 
was also a collector. What | collected 
were many nice sets of antlers. ] will 
spend the following months reducing these 
deer horns to jewelry. All but one set came 
from. the previous season’s growth and, 
like deer horns do, dropped off over the 
winter, leaving them for me to simply pick 
up off the ground. The other set came 
from an unfortunate fellow who was 
entangled in the top strand of barbed wire 
fencing that encompasses the pasture 
land and, when | stumbled upon him, was 
nothing more than a dried out leather coat 
wrapped around a skeleton. | was carrying 


from his head with ease. Anyway...... 

the course of four days hunting, the five 
hunters | was with had filled their 
tags, (that means killed five mule deer). | 
gutted one deer myself and | assisted in 
the dragging of two deer from the field. 
Back in camp, (a 26 foot R.V.), | had.the 
pleasure of eating much of two of the five 
deer hearts saved from amidst the gut 
plies. Fresh deer heart, cooked in butter 
and onions, is an extremely delicious 
meal. Forthose of you non-vegetarians, it 
comes highly recommended. Wyoming is 
a state that attracts many out of state 
hunters, due to it’s large population of 
mule deer, antelope and elk. The ranchers 
are in need of the hunters coming to their 
ranches because these animals take quite 





a toll on the pasture land of the ranching 
‘cattle and sheep. The ranchers charge 
‘each hunter a set fee to hunt on the ranch 
land. The fee varies depending on what 
the hunter's license is issued to kill. Elk 
command the highest fee, antelope the 
smallest, and mule deer are somewhere i 

the middle. The ranchers also receive a 
fee from the government when they file the 
tags the hunters turn into them after the 
game has been killed and the tag filled. 
The fee is a return to the rancher funds 
that äre considered fair compensation for 
crop damage that the animal had caused 
to the pasture land. Now, as | was saying, 
| had just returned from this excursion and 
was looking through my mail only to find, 
among the usual rubble, yet another 
invitation to accept a credit card. | think it 
was another Visa from some bank 
somewhere. | hold several credit cards 
already and have thrown many others into 
the trash. Credit seems to like me. It finds 
më regardless of the number of address 
changes | make. Solicitations for credit 
are as good as the real thing, minus the 
paperwork. I'm not really sure where my 
candidacy for credit comes from, but 
never-the-less, | do find the credit cards | 
possess quite useful at times. Tracing my 
credit history to it’s origin, | obtained my 
first loan in 1982, it ን me a’79 blue 
chevette. | made good on the loan after 
owning the car only six months. My 
roommate went through the windshield, 
anc the other original vocalist for Crib 
Death went through the hatchback. The 
insurance paid me. | paid off the loan. | 
also made good on two other vehicle loans 
over the last seven years, but neither were 
accident payoffs. | paid for these while 
going to college fulltime. College was paid 
for with the help of the Guaranteed 
Student Loan program, state grants and 
vocational rehabilitation. | managed to pull 
off five years of college, only work minimal 
summer jobs and still live pretty well. And 
no, my parents did not give me money in 
any form. Frankly, it was pretty fucking 
decent. In 1987, | was offered my first 
Mastercard. | was only a junior at that 
point. They were betting big time that | 
was gonna get a job soon. Two and one 
half years later, having graduated from 
college a year anc a half ago, | still don't 
have a job to speak of. Certainly not one 
with a steady cash flow. (no, I aint dealing 
drugs). Yet, despite this, | have a wallet 
full of credit cards. It's a great life. | hear 
from friends from time to time that they 
would never get credit cards. Typically, 
they rant. “Ohohch!!! Those capitalist 
scumi!! Those loan sharking assholes!!!” 
Yea, fine, maybe they are all those. 
Maybe, just maybe every time | take a 
cash advance. every time | make a 
purchase using my credit card it is like the 
rancher allowing the hunter to pay to hunt 
for deer on his land. Here are the ranchers 


am "We've got hundreds of thousands 
er. You would like, whether for food 
sport, to hunt. And we need the deer 
oy spo from our pastures so that there is 
more graze land free of competition for our 
live stock.” And yet they continue, “Now 
we'll charge you to remove what we need 


removed anyway.” This, of course, is 
illustrated by reality. The out-of-state 
hunter gladly shells out about a hundred 
and fifty bucks between the state and the 
ranch, to dispatch the animal of choice. 
That’s about it. To move on. Money 
needs to be replaced into the economy to 
keep the credit card companies in 
business. And here are the credit card 
companies saying, “We'll loan you money, 
to keep our economy alive, at exorbitant 
interest rates.” This too, is illustrated by 
reality. Credit card holders gladly pay the 
interest, not to mention nominal yearly 
card holder privilege fees. That’s about it. 
It is all much clearer now. Fine. The 
ranchers and the credit card companies of 
the world yield much power. Be it land or 
money, they got it. Me, | yield the need for 


food, shelter, and clothing. The rest is 


superfluous. The best part here is that | 
have come to want to live beyond my 
needs, | have come to want to be the 
rancher, the credit card distributor. The 
reality here is that | was not born with a 
million acres of pasture land nor was | born 
with the benefit of multinational money 
tycoons in my family. So, somewhere in 
the shadow of these giants | am left to 
create my life. | have found that 
regardless of the gains made by these 
giants by my accepting them, | can help 
myself by allowing them to help me help 


myself. Shit, | mean, | got through college ፻፪ 


with the help of one of the largest 
companies around, the U.S. government. 
So even if | threw out the invitation to the 
credit card, even if | didn’t hunt mule deer, 
| still do have a few cards at my disposal 
and I'still did savor the deer heart. | may 
not be on top, but l'm not on the bottom 
either. Its a good life. A little confusing, a 
little frustrating, a little exploitive, but it’s 
still life. And maybe by the next time, IIl 
have found that jeb the credit card 
companies were banking on all along. l'm 
sure another chapter in "The enslavement 
of Rev. John” is just a few degrading 
potential boss ass reaming interviews 
away. Urghhhh!!! God!!! Sooner or later 
’'m gonna find somethin’ ta believe 
i an’ when | do...l’m gonna stand up 
for it.

“Skinheads, Protesters Clash

NEW YORK CITY 

With police looking the other way, 
several dozen skinheads went on a Fourth 
of July Rampage through the East Village 
causing three people to be hospitalized in 
unprovoked attacks and twice sacking the 
anarchist switchboard. 

For some reason, the skinheads 
decided that the switchboard (a basement 
space that has seen much anarchist 
organizing, but recently has been mostly a 
punk hang-out) was the source of leafiets 
calling for a July Fourth anti-patriotic flag 
burning rally in Washington Square park at 
6:00 PM. 

At about 1:30 in the afternoon, 
according to witnesses that were there, 
approximately 30 skins and their 
accomplices came to the Switchboard. At 
first they merely stood outside menacing 
those who were standing there. They out- 
numbered the Switchboard people by 
about 5 to 1, according to one person 
there, “which is the least they want before 
they start fucking with anyone”, he added. 
Then, someone carrying a stick marched 
around the sidewalk yelling “who's burning 
the flag?” several times. 

When one of the girls {here asked what 
they wanted, she was shouted down by 
the skins, who spat on her as weil. Finaily 
they began trashing the switchboard, and 
banging on the doors until one broke off. 
One man who happened upon the scene 
stood watching the skinheads’ activity 
until one of them spit beer on him and

open flame in a park. We were there to 
defend the flag, so we were on the same 





| them do their jobs, so we agreed that they 
wouldn’t arrest us unless we. got totally 
out of control.” 


A police spokesman would not com- 


-ment on Bruce’s allegation of a skinhead/ 
police conference. “Two floc burgorc -led 


knocked him down with a flying kick. When 
he got up he was attacked by 10-15 skins 
who beat him mercilessly with sticks, 
bottles and a trash can. Even though he 
was out-numbered, he was at least able to 
get in a few punches on one skinhead. 
About ten hours later he was released from 


Beth Israel Hospital after receiving 
stitches on his head, cheek, neck and 
fingers. 


By 6:00 PM, most of the skinheads 
involved with this attack were part of an 
even larger group of skinheads (about 50) 
in Washington Square Park attending the 
flag burning rally there 

Several times, teams of skins ganged 
up on anyone, that objected to their 
intimidating people who didn't agree with 
them or their version of what the Amerikan 
flag represents. They also set upon two 
women from the Anarchist Switchboard 
who dared to stand their ground and not 
back down. One of them was assaulted by 
a male and female skinhead who spit in 
and then punched her in the face. The 
presence of many photographers there 
only encouraged the skins to further 
berate and surround gays and anarchists, 
threatening to beat anyone who disagreed 
with their point of view. They repeatedly 
chanted “usa, usa”, skinhead, drop dead 
(sic) skinhead” and “burn a flag, we'll burn 
a fag’, and there were many violent 
incidents where skinheads struck and 
spat upon people, all of which failed to get 
a response from the police that were 
standing near-by. This added credence to 
the circulating rumors thal police and 


skins had cut a deal to allow the skins to 
beat and terrorize people at will, without 
being arrested. 

Two flags were secretly burned and the 
perpetrators melted into the crowd, but for 
the most part, it was the skinheads’ show. 
In the presence of police, one mane was 
beaten savagely for about ten minutes by 
skinheads after he gave them a Nazi-style 
salute. As he bled profusely from his head 
he was hustled by police through the 
crowd to a waiting ambulance. He was 
struck a few more times by the skins but 
the police did nothing about it. 

Two ranking officers on the scene 
included Lt. McKenna and Inspector 
Gelfand, both of whom did nothing to stop 
the escalation of violent confrontations 
taking place. Finally after the skinheads 
began chasing people around the park a 
few times, it looked like a riot was going to 
erupt, so the police decided to react by 
closing the park at 7:00 with help of 
helmeted riot cops as a bullhorn blared 
“get out of the park or you will be subject to 
arrest!” and “This is not a spectator sport”. 
When he was asked why this was being 
done, Gelfand said “It's a dangerous 
condition / situation’. After marching 
around the park a while longer, hoisting 
two Amerikan flags on poles and singing 
“God Bless Amerika” , the skins left the 
park and marched back to the East side. 

Once on East Ninth Street, a group of 40 
skinheads attacked the Switchboard 


again, this time chasing a women who ` 


refused to give them film from her camera 

after she took photos of their actions. A 
manon a bike who tried to stop them was 

jumped and beaten to the ground by skins, 

and after he got out of the hospital, hé said 
“at ieast she got away”. 

By 8:00 the skins entered Tompkins 
Square Park where they were confronted 
by anarchist, punks, park regulars and 
many homeless persons from tent city, 
some of whom got ticks and clubs to 
match the ones the skins were holding. 
Emotions ran high and many people called 
for an attack to force the skinheads out of 
the park, but instead only a shouting 
match took place. 

Finally the ranking cop in the park came 
on the scene and even he could tell that 
almost all of the skinheads were not from 
the Tompkins Square Park area, whereas 
almost all of the activists and homeless 
are, The skinheads left the are before any 
actual fight broke out, then requested the 
homeless and their supporters to put down 
their sticks and his men tossed them in the 
garbage. 


The Shadow 
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Washington Square Park was an example ol 
fascism running rampant with the tacit blessing 
of the police. People brave enough to speak up 
by themselves were stifled by right-wing ganas 
2210. 

















ington square the cops always fallowed ihe 
demonstrators out of the park, even when there 
was less than a dozen. several dozen thugs 
who had just beaten people got to leave the park 
without the benefit of police escort and so their 
rampage went on. On April 28th two 
demonstrators were arrested by Lt. McKenna in 
Washington Square for having their banner 
attached to cardboard poles. The skinheads 
had their flags on poles with metal spikes and 
waved them at the crowd like lances, as Lt. 
McKenna looked on. £ 

In the days since the skinhead rampage, the 
events were covered in the press as an issue of 
“skinheads vs. flag-burners”, as both the Voice 
and.a New York Times editorial put it, In fact, the 
flag burning issue was peripheral tothe attacks, 
hich began before a single flag was burned. In 
lany case, Brownshirt-style assaults on so many 
people in public, at random, is clearly far more 
ignificant than the fate of a piece of cloth. The 
danger of casting the skinheads as defenders 
of the flag is clear: Their tactics, which on July 
Fourth had the blessing of the cops and which 
intimidated so many people into inaction, may 
now, with the President himself leading the way, 
ome to be seen as downright patriotic. In 
ermany leading up to 1933, right-wing violence 
as tolerated by a state that was cracking down 
on the left. It looks like history is about to repeat 
self with the rise of a new wave of government 
ponsored right-wing militant fascism in our 
ountry, that will give us new wars as we lose 
our civil rights.

Beyond the Slab 
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They tried to make the world believe that 
the utmost effort was put into the cleaning, 
but Earth First! representatives who went 
up there have another tale tell. 

Agroup of people spent the summer up 
in Alaska doing what Exxon was supposed 
to be doing. They called themselves the 
Volunteer Independent Cleanup Effort, or 
‘Vice, and they cleaned beach area using a. 
rock washer designed by a Homer 
resident. The group had the aim of proving 
that the cleanup was possible, without 
destroying environment in the process. 
‘While VICE volunteers cleaned rocks 
individually using a homemade machine, 
Exxon hired people for $17 an hour and 
destroyed more than they cleaned. For 
instance, they littered the water and 
beaches, and Exxon boats spilled oil, gas, 
diesel and hydraulic fluid into the already 
polluted waters. Cleanup crews, ordered 
not to go ashore as their impact on the 
fragile shoreline and forests would be 
tremendous, went anyway and many areas 
were trampled. Exxon bagged up all the: 
oiled matter they could see and sent it to 
an Oregon landfill or trucked it to the 
Valdez to be incinerated into our 
atmosphere. When Exxon teams cleaned 
the beach with scalding water (which a 
recent study cited as killing marine life to a 
depth of one foot), the oily run-off water 
was allowed to drain back into the sea. 

That's what's really been happening up 
in Alaska. While VICE brought together 
environmentalists, fishers, hunters, 
anarchists and ex-Exxon workers together 
for a positive direct action which works, 
Exxon just made more trouble, then pulled 
out saying the job was done. 

Still, all this didn’t go without snags for 
the giant multinational. An Earth First 
activist chained herself to the front doors 
of Exxon in Valdez, while two others hung 
a banner from the roof, which due to the 
lack of media in Valdez, was videotaped 
and recorded for media coverage in other 
cities. In mid-August activists hit the’

Exxon’s pullout from Alaska, without having cleaned up a single beach to the 
Alaska Departmentof Environmental Conservation’s standards, hasn't received 
nearly enough attention from the public. Exxon’s oil from the Valdez spill is still 
on the beaches and the big oil corporation is pulling out, having taken the cake 
for the biggest farce played on both the people and the environment in recent

NATIVENATIONS 
SIGN DEFENSE 
TREATY 


CANADA- 

Nine Canadian Indian nations 
signed a mutual defence treaty in northern 
Quebec in mid July and more are expected 
to join in. The pact was suggested a few . 
weeks previous by Bernard Ominayak of 
the Lubicon Lake Indian Nation in 
Northern Alberta. It commits each nation 
to come to the aid of the others if they are 
attacked or threatened by Canadian 
authorities. The nations which signed so 
far include the Lubicon Lake nation, the 
Grand Council of Crees of Quebec, the 
Innu of Labrador, the Ojibways of 
Shawanaga First Nation, the Grand Rapids 
Indian Band, and others. It represents a 
move to solidify Native nations in 
Canada, which will help defend their land 
and people from a hostile Canadian 
Government. - TORONTO ECOMEDIA

This is my fourth Anarchist Gathering 
having been to all of them since Chicago in 
'88. This was by far the biggest and most 
organized Gathering as far as | can tell. 
Most of the events took place in a rented 
junior high school with an auditorium, 
classrooms and courtyard converted to 
meeting hall, workshop space and kitchen 
respectively. Hats off to the San 
Francisco Anarchist community. for going 
through the massive effort of organizing, 
housing and. feeding of the two to four 
thousand visitors to their city. The first 
day was a Women's only gathering across 
the bay in Oakland. There was also a 
Men's only camp-out in Marin. | opted for 
neither and spent the day drinking with the 
San Francisco branch of the Mpls. Gutter 
Punks and hanging around the Anarchist 
bookstore. 

Thursday, July 20th, things got rolling. 
The only workshop | attended was “Re- 
unifying Chaos and Anarchy”. | though this 
would be pretty punk rock but it wasn't that 
great, interesting though. All through the 
Gathering there was a lot of heavy drinking 





going on in the courtyard of the school. 
Drinking in junior high school brought back 
warm memories for me so | spent lots of 
time in the courtyard meeting punks from 
all over and running into old friends. 

Friday | once again only attended one 
workshop. This one was “Anarchy in 
Action; Christiania”, an excellent slide 
presentation and discussion on a squatted 
section of Copenhagen which function just 
fine with no government. It was. 
Fascinating to say the least. A quick note 
here on workshops; some were 
discussions, some presentations, there 
were about 30 of them each day. Topics . 
were very diverse but few interested me. | 
found many to be namby pamby liberal self 
help rap sessions about dealing with being , 
a member of “the movement”. There was 
also a smattering of mumbo jumbo hippie 
religious stuff, the worst manifestation of 
which was the nonstop bongo blow-out 
which hammered my hangover head. 
Overall though, the workshops were 
educational focusing on aspects of 
oppressive systems and how to fight 
them, or alternatives to current systems. 


Saturday | went to a workshop on 


“Anarchism Then and Now” which was very ` 


It was a participatory sort of | 
lecture by an Anarchist historian who knew 
his facts. As a student of history of our 
movement, | was glad to see so many 
people come to this one, especially 
Punks. | think too many Anarchist: are 
unaware of the history of our movement,

this was a good place to get familiar with 
the big names, events and ideas. Wouldn't 
you know it three of the workshops | 
wanted to attend were scheduled at the 
same time. | missed “Organizing Against 
Racist Skinhead” and “Spotting Leninist at 
20 Yards” but managed to attend 
“Alexander Berkman and the 1916 War 
Preparedness Bombing’. This was a 
straight-up history lesson by an Anarchist 
researcher. The presentation examined 


_the attempt by S.F. police to frame the 


main figures in the S.F. Anarchist 
movement by blaming them for a bombing 
during a 1916 military parade. This little 
documented episode in history showed the 


State at war with it's critics using the most 


underhanded means of putting them 
behind bars. Tums out that the bomb was: 
probably thrown by a police agent and 
none of the Anarchist accused were 


. connected in any way. 


Sunday was the big Anarchist picnic in 
the park. It was pretty fun; | got drunk and 
met lots of cool people. The only bad point 
was the damn hippie freak-out session 
that never ended. I've got nothing agairist 
hippies mind you, my parents are hippies, | 
just got sick and tired of hearing a bunch 
of guys who thought they were at the 
Rainbow Gathering bang on bongos for 
hours on end. 

Monday was the day of networking. | 
had arranged in advance with the 
organizers for a room to have a session on 
Youth and Anarchism. This was not as 
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exciting as | hoped but was more 
interesting than most other workshops | 
attended. The main conclusion of the 
meeting was that we needed greater 
communication between anarchist youth in 
different areas. When | suggested an 
Anarchist Youth Federation could fill the 
role there was little enthusiasm. Maybe I’m 
barking up the wrong tree but it still seems 
like a good idea to me. 
Tuesday was the closing day. First | 
attended a workshop called “Missing 
‘History’ which was a fascinating 
presentation by a group of researchers on; 
how the U.S. government and major: 
corporations snuck thousands of Nazis, 
whose services were needed in the U.S. 
This was real spy novel stuff exposing how 
the Catholic Church, American big 
business and the OSS / CIA brought war 
criminals and Nazi big wigs over here and 
set them up with jobs, homes and fake 
identities. They also delved into the shady 
world of right wing organizations like the 
John Birch Society, Western. Goals 
Foundation and the World Anti-Communist 
League. Exposing these organizations 
and their sinister histories. Also touched 
upon were surviving fascist organizations 
which were. formed out of Nazi 
Collaborators who fled Europe after World 
War Two. Many of these groups still exist 
under the banner of anti-Communism, in 
the U.S. George Bush even had some of 
these characters on his champaign staff. 
_ After that | went to "A Report from Eastern 
_ Europe”, a very educational report on 
Anarchist, Punk and environmentalist 
movements behind the Iron Curtain. There 


was some big closing ceremony but | R 


missed it since all the Minneapolis Punks 
volunteered to wash the dishes and clean 
up after the day's eating, 

The next day was “The Day of Action”, a 
militant protest in Berkeley. | was there 
only as an observer, not wishing to wind up 
in jail and have to serve time on all my 
warrants. The objective of the action was 
to occupy an abandoned hotel and tum it 
over to the homeless who camp out in the 
park. The police had learned in advance’ 
and blockaded the building. The action 
turned into a riot with lots of breaking 
glass, buming dumpsters, rocks and 
bottles. The most exciting part was when a 
group of Anarchists commandeered a 
Coca-cola truck and it was smashed to, 
bits. The Berkeley police are total 
pushovers and under bunch of restrictions 
from lawsuits, so they showed a lot of 
restraint. Thirty some odd people got 
arrested although | didn't see any arrests. 
| think the Day of Action was successful 
as a militant demonstration and a mini riot, 
but didn’t succeed in conveying a positive 
message to the public about Anarchism. In 
other words, for those involved it was fun 
but not incredibly productive... i 

Every night of the conference there was 
something going on. Of course | was 


mainly interested in the Punk fuckin’ Rock, 
and there was plenty going on. | saw such 
awesome bands as Christ on Parade, Sins 
of the Flesh, Subvert, M.D.C. and Dead 
Silence. Of all these | was most impressed 
by Sins of the Flesh who I'd never heard 
before, they fuckin’ tore shit up! There 
were also a lot of parties and, needless to 
say, | downed my share of brew. While at 
the famous Gilman Street Punk club, 
Minneapolis, Cincinnati and West German 
Anarchist Punks and Skins were involved 
with a brawl with the local Nazi ans “White_ 
Pride” Skinhead crew. | was particularly 
disgusted by the Berkeley “scenesters” ' 
tolerating these fuckheads in their midst 
and coming down on us when we tried to 
bust some Nazis’ heads.

Banners and leaflets informed 
the locals and passers-by of the situation, 
and BBC Radio got wind of the days 
events to inform the London public. As 
the day continued protestors left the house 
and occupied the Hackney Town Hall 
‘where they entered and occupied a large 
‘committee room with a balcony at the 
front of the building where they hung 
‘banners and an impromptu ‘Squatters 
« Orchestra’ began with loads of wood and

‘resounded around for miles the public 
below was informed by leaflets of the 
reasons for the strange sights and sounds.

MINNEAPOLIS 

On the morning of August 4th a rather large anti-fur 
demonstration took place in downtown Minneapolis during the 
grand opening of a new ‘upscale’ yuppie shopping mall. As a 
result of wide-spread organization amongst the anarchist 
community, a large presence was made. Out of an estimated 300 
activist attending the protest, over 1/3 were Anarchists and 
Punks. Mainstream Animal Rights groups, who are largely 
responsible for organizing these things, often gave the cold 
shoulder to punks who did not adhere to their conformist protest 
tactics. The large numbers of punks attending the day's protests 
was an obvious surprize to a lot of the ‘normal’ protestors but no 
out-right confrontations of opinion took place.

‘Nearly four months into the poll tax (much longer now!) and in 
Scotland around 25% have refused payment. In England and 
Wales millions have refused to register. The poll tax, introduced

\business, in is big trouble. 


With tens of thousands still not even registered by mid-July, 
there were estimated 800,000 - 1,000,000 non-payers in 


_ | Scotland, many more are in arrears. Such was the chaos in 
| Strathclyde that by mid-July non-payers had not even received a 
warning letter. Attempts to start recovering unpaid poll tax might 


not even start until December! In Lothian, recovery attempts 
were not due to begin until the 22nd of September at the earliest. 
Several Scottish Regional Councils have sent in Sheriff 
Officers to seize the goods of people who don't pay fines for non- 
registration. Anti-poll tax activists have resisted... 
GLASGOW: 300 people gathered to greet the Sheriff Officers 
outside the home of one resident in Rutherglen on July 4th, When 
the state lackeys didn't show, the anti-poll tax campaigners 
descended on the Sheriff Officers’ city center offices and 
occupied them. 
ABERDEEN: In late April, 70 people drove Sheriff Officers away 
from the home of a single parent. On the 14th of June, Police 
poe Sheriff Officers surrounded by 100 protestors outside a 
at.

N.Y.C. ANTI-POSTER LAW UPHELD: RESISTANCE PLEDGED

Preliminary results in from Bob Z. 
Postering case...$3,700 worth of fines for 
postering for a punk poetry show and 
concert were knocked down on a 
technicality to about $300 or so. The 
decision, handed down by Judge Edith 
Miller in New York State Supreme Court 
last week, means that the New York anti- 
„postering law remains in effect. Z and the 
ACLU attorneys assigned to the case, Ed 
Baker and Art Eisenberg, were hoping that 
the constitutional challenge would do away 
with a vaguely worded, unfair statute, 
which allows the govememnt to hand out 
fines for sus posterers without 
even seeing them in the act of postering, 
but that didn’t happen. Even. though Miller 
reduced Z's fine, she did so on a 
technicality (that we haven't seen yet), the 


law remains intact. Over 50 people a 
month continue to get fined for handbills 
on public property. 

The STOP-GRO (Stop Prosecuting 
Grass Roots Organizers) coalition, formed 
by angry poster artists who were fined by 
this law in New York City in 1988, will 
continue to fight this law even if the ACLU 
lawyers abandon the appeal in the courts. 
Already plans are underway to launch a 
street postering campaign on public 
property to educate the public about this 
law and to advocate open defiance of it. 
As documented in Kevin Hein’s book, 
“Xerographic Warfare: Posters of the New 
York City Music Scene”, there is a healthy 
subculture of poster artists (still) in the 
city despite the anti-postering law, and 
they aren't going away. If anything, the 
anti-postering law has served to spur 


rebellion against authority. 

In the past two months, Similar anti- 
postering laws have been adopted in 
nearby cities. New Haven, CT and 
Kingston, NY now have anti-poster police 
and hand out fines to suspected 
handbillers in exactly the same manner. In 
New Haven, the local Green Party: is 
challenging the law. If you know of any 
other places where there are anti-poster 


Jaws or police repression of the right to 


communicate on the street, send your info 
to STOP_GRO so we can coordinate 
efforts.

Pierre J. Proudhon (1809-1865) shared many of the same 
fundamental beliefs as Godwin. However his ideas were 
more timely and influential. Proudhon was staunchly 
opposed to private property in excess of one’s needs. This 
led to his famous pamphlet “What is Property? Property is 
Theft" Proudhon centered his, earlier writings on 
philosophy of Anarchism and economics. He was also not 
essentially a revolutionary but he saw the attainment of 
Anarchy as a slow evolution. He did though participate in 
the French revolution of 1848. His writings got him 
imprisoned for three years under Louis-Napoleon. He 
attempted to establish a "Peoples’ Bank" which operated 
without interest, this stemming from belief that people 
were unable to live in harmony due to greed and unequal 
distribution of wealth and debt.Proudhon’s ideas are best 
summed up in the timeless quote which appears below. 













































William Godwin(1756-1836)was probably the first modern 
Anarchist thinker. He was a product of the age of reason 
and inquiry which spawned the American and French 
revolutions. Godwin though was not a revolutionary but a 
thinker ahead of his time. His vision of a perfect society was 
one in which people worked together without government 
or authority. Society was to be based on reason and 
cooperation, each person contributing what they could to 
help meet the others needs. He saw the transformation to 
this society as a product of a long process of education. 
Godwin believed that people were by nature good and 
perfectible, it was unjust society which corrupted them. By 
cultivating values of reason through education people 
would be able to live in peace, justice and happiness 
















To be governed is to be watched over, inspected, spied 
on, directed, legislated at regulated, docketed, 
indoctrinated, preached at controlled assessed, 
weighed, censored, ordered about by men who have 
neither the right nor the knowledge nor the virtue To be 
governed means to be at each operation, at each 
transaction, at each movement noted, registered, 
controiied, taxed, stamped, measured, vaiued, assessed, 
Patented, licensed, authorized, endorsed, admonished, 
hampered, reformed, rebuked, arrested. It is to be, on the 
pretext of general interest, taxed, drilled, held to ransom, 
exploited, monopolized, exiorted, squeezed, hoaxed, 
robbed, then at the least resisiance, at the first word of 
complaint, to be repressed, beaten, disarmed, garotted, 
imprisoned, machine gunned judged condemned, 
deported, fiayed. scold, betrayed and finally mocked 
ridiculed, insulted, dishonored. That's government that's 
justice, that's morality!

U.K. Our U.S. chums over here just now have been expressing 
their dissapointment to me in not being treated to the usual U.K. 
weather diet of cold and rain but I’m afraid even we get the sun 
sometimes. Unfortunately it's more than likely a result of the 
environment being so fucked up so it’s not such a good thing 
really; but it’s nice to get a bit of sunshine for a change! enough 
of me gobbing about the weather tho; let's talk about some 
PUNK. 

SO far 1989 seems to have been touring year with loads of 
good bands doing the biz. In January Prong were over for a few 
dates with Soulside and the excellent False Prophets and No 
Means No following soon after. Most recent U.S. visitors have 
been Naked Raygun and the brilliantly diverse Victim’s Family 
who've both done pretty extensive dates around the U.K. Not to 
be outdone by our Atlantic cousins our European friends have 
been making raids across the channel brandishing noise and a 
fair amount of positive attitude. Among the culprits have been the 
terminally heavy God and The Vernon Walters from Holland, 
Squandered Message and Pullerman from Germany and 
excellent French band, the Scraps. Things on the home front 
have been far from quiet too with the totally head crushing 
GODFLESH, DOOM, CONCRETE SOX, H.D.Q., BAD BEACH, 
E.N.T., NAPALM DEATH, INTENSE DEGREE, CULTURE SHOCK, 
SORE THROAT, CITY INDIANS, HOTOLATIO, BOLT THROWER, 
OI POLLOI, THATCHER ON ACID, ACTIVE MINDS, GENERIC 
and PLEASANT VALLEY CHILDREN all gigging to various 
degrees around the U.K, and Europe. f 

As you can see then, gigwise, things are pretty good over 
here just now with a good solid set of venues and promoters all 
doing their bit to counter the boredom and frustration of living in- 
an increasingly authoritarian, militaristic society and it beats 
watching T.V. anyday! If you're planning a visit to our grimy 
shores there'll be plenty to do, honest! Among the better 
established venues are The Dutches of York in Leeds, Planet X. 
in Liverpool, even if it’s a dive, the Kronstadt Club in Bristol, 
Belfast Art College and McGonagles in Dublin. 

The best vibes of all however are to be found in Bradford at a 
place called the 1 in 12 Club. Loosely based on anarchist 
principals, in it’s five year existence it’s main function has been. 
to provide a place where people can meet in an environment free 
of sexist, racist or statist hassles, and at present there are five 
different collectives operating autonomously. within the overall 
club collective. These include a P.A. / bookings collective, a bar 
collective, record collective, Solidarity fund and the building 
collective. Their functions vary from putting on gigs to 
maintaining the premises and raising money to keep the whole 
_ thing together. Anyone can join and subscription fee entitles the 
member to take part in the decision making of the club if they 
‚wish. This is done through regular weekly meetings. The only 
people unwelcome at the club are those those unwilling to adhere 
to it's general aims and principals: Mutual aid, self management, 
and cooperation. The club has no hierarchy, no leaders and no 
elite. “Working together to take back our lives.” There you go 
then a quick look at what goes on at the 1 in 12. It’s an excellent 
place and one you shouldn't miss visiting if you're over here. It's 
recently added a cafe too where you can eat vegan and 
vegetarian food at reasonable prices. 

There's usually gigs in most other cities around the U.K. but 
the venues tend to change around in relation to availability, price, 





























































































etc. For an extensive list of gigs, demos and stuff check out the 

excellent monthly news sheet U.K. Resist. It will be of interest to 

visitors and residents alike and doesn't even cost anything 
although I’m sure the kids responsible for it wouldn't say no to a 
small donation or even a big one if you like. 

On the record front things, as usual, have been ultra busy and: 
there's no way I’m going to remember every single bit of plastic to 
appear in the shops and post boxes of Britland over the past few 
months, but l'Il do my best and make my apologies now -to 
anyone | miss. Among the E.P.’s to surface so far this year have 
been from GENERIC and HERESY. The self-financed Torched 
E.P. by GENERIC is an excellent four track single that positively 
rages from start to finish while HERESY’s Who’s Generation 7” 
sees the kids getting a good sound from their studio adventures 
for a change. Unfortunately both bands have since parted 
company and are currently involved with various different 
projects. Elsewhere singles from SORE THROAT, DOOM, DR. 
AND THE CRIPPENS, Ol POLLOI, ATAVISTIC, DISTURBED, 

«SNUFF, HELLBASTARD and PLAYGROUND have stopped the 
Kids ears from seizing up in the summer sun. Split singles from 
KILLER CRUST / UNDER SIEGE, ANOREXIA / INDECENT 
ASSAULT and SHRAPNEL / TOXIC EPHEX have been among 
some of the other E.P.’s as well. Polka Slam and Crisis Point 
fanzines got together a while back to give away a free 7” EP. 
featuring CULTURE SHOCK, INSTIGATORS, BOLT THROWER 
and H.D.Q. as well as a bumper double issue of their zines. 
Meanwhile a motley collection of punks and ragamuffins got 
together to in February to record “Punk Aid”, a benefit single in 
aid af csemmunity resistanae groups fighting the vastly unpopular 
‘Poll Tax. This is a new form cf taxation introduced by the long 
standing right wing government of the Conservative Party to 
replace the old rates system with a supposedly fairer one. This 
however is bullshit and far from the truth. Instead of paying the 
old system with a newer, fairer one, we're basically in a situation 
now whereby the poorer you are the more you pay: e.g. two rich 
lords living in a 40 room mansion will pay LESS poll tax than an. 
average family of four living in a two room flat on a rundown 
council estate. It'll come to no surprise then that resistance to 
the tax has been widespread and is continuing to be so with 
around a million people in Scotland refusing to pay. (In England 
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‘the the tax is still in the registration stage) Recent strikes by 


local authority workers has helped with severe disruption of the 


registration and collection process across the U.K. All profits! 
from the single will go to community resistance groups and there | 


is more information on the cover, 

Albums continue to be the most popular form of vinyl release 
here in the U.K. and the Labels have been keeping our ears clean 
and our pockets empty. Peaceville has released L.P.’s ከሃ 
DECADENCE WITHIN (This Lunacy), AUTOPSY ( 
Survival) and a split affair with DOOM (Bury the Debt, Not the 
Dead) and NO SECURITY while Earache had the 101 track SORE 
THROAT (Disgrace to the Corpse of Sid) and the debut LP by 
INTENSE DEGREE (War in My Head) with plans for a second 
GODFLESH L.P. and probably a third NAPALM DEATH L.P. 
who've recently parted company with their vocalist and guitarist. 
N.D. are pretty much ignored by the underground scene here now 
due to their increasingly money orientated rock star attitude and 
has a lot to do with their recent split. EXTREME NOISE TERROR 
released their second L.P. on their own Head Eruption label 
called Holocaust in My Head and RIPCORD have done the same 
on their own Raging label with a second L.P. called Poetic 
Justice. They've now split too and gone their separate ways. 
H.D.Q. have just come up with their third L.P. (Sinking) on the 
Positive label and CONCRETE SOX have a third L.P. out too on 
the Big Kiss label called Sewerside and a couple | just about 


, forgot are AXEGRINDER's Rise of the Serpent Men on Peaceville 
and INSURRECTION ’s self titled L.P. on Peaceville too. Still to 


appear are the second L.P. from BOLT THROWER and a second 
one from HELLBASTARD. Out soon too is an E.P. from Leeds 
based PLEASANT VALLEY CHILDREN and if it's as good as their 
demo it’s a must for the kids! 


Well | spent last Saturday in Bradford at an all day benefit gig 
for the 1 in 12 Club where among the attractions were SAW 
THROAT, G.F.D.D. ACTIVE MINDS, PLEASANT VALLEY 
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ION. It was a pretty good day and the club 
made a bit of money towards a security lock for the front door. | 
Seemed to spend most of the time playing pool and eating loads 
of the yummy food upstairs so l'm not the best of sources to give | 
a review of the noise on offer but those | did see P.V.C.,~ 
SEDITION, G.F.D.D. and ACTIVE MINDS had the kids grooving 
the night away. Food wise the veggie burgers and the wacky | 
choccy pude are a total must!!! 

As | mentioned at the start of this thing the gig scene is in 
quite a good state at the moment and looks set to get even 
better, with the folks who get things going at the Kronstadt Club 
in Bristol in the process of trying to link up the existing network of 
venues / promoters into a sort of U.K. collective. All the people 
involved in putting on gigs will still be responsible for doing their 
own thing but more cooperation will hopefully lead to all around 
better organization for touring bands and resident bands alike so 
good luck to all involved. l'Il give their address at the end along 
with some other useful ones, and U.S. / European bands looking 
for gigs in the U.K. should get in touch with the Kronstadt Kids! 
Right then that's just about it for now but before | go | ‘Il let you 
know about some bands that are no longer around since writing 
this.... 

GENERIC called it a day not long after they released their fine 
Torched E.P. to salvage strained friendships and most of them 
are involved with other projects now or soon will be. Their 
drummer plays with P.V.C., SAW THROAT and GREEN 
SABBATH, soon to do an E.P. of old Sabbath covers with 
ecologically sound lyrics! and their guitar player will be getting 
together with ex-members of BAD BEACH and DAN so look out 
for that, should be a killer. RIPCORD have also split and ex- 
members of them are involved with FILTH KICK, England's 
answer to Poison Idea, and CAN'T DECIDE who also have ex- ` 
members of HERESY involved. They'll both have vinyl out on the , 
Raging label before the end of the year. CULTURE SHOCK have 
called it a day too and rumor has it that Dick is getting something 
together with some ex-members of Subhumans so keep your 
ears and eyes open for that one! They maybe called FISHEAD. 
Well, | reckon that’s just about it so I'll be off for now!

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After meaning to get off my ass for a long time and 
sending these guys an interview, | got the perfect 
excuse not to when | heard they were coming to town. 
Being one of my favorite bands | figured I'd plan 
ahead and get ready for this one...After their amazing 
show, thanks to those Sonic Warp folks, Bill and | 
kidnapped Kevin, their singer and Ted, their drummer, 
along with their roadie. Back at my place we fed 'em 
vegi burgers and did the following interview... 


BILL: One thing | wanted to ask about is the line-up 
change....Just glancing at the back cover of your first 
record, is this the original line-up? 

Kevin: No, actually the band started in July 1984 with

people. Since then it’s changed a lot. 
Actually Joel's our third guitar player and 
we've gone through half a dozen bass 
players. ~ . 


BILL: It seems that RUDIMENTARY PENI 


is one of your obvious influences, do 
people tell you that a lot? 

TED: No not really. 

BILL: Kevin, your singing style in 
particular is almost exactly like Nick 
Blinko’s... 

KEVIN: Thanks, I'll take that as a 
compliment. 


HY BILL: Totally intended. | just recently got 
wee your split with DISSENT on that record in 


particular... 

KEVIN: Almost everywhere we play people 
tell us we sound like them...shit! The split 
LP with DISSENT is mostly Beginning of 


the End, the album, plus an early version” 
0! 1ከ6 song “Sally” just for something 


different. Our copies of that got lost in the 
mail, | think, because we never got any. 
BILL: Really? r 
KEVIN: Three of us in the band have a 
copy but we bought them from DISSENT. 
BILL: Is that how they were going to pay 
you, in records? 

KEVIN: Yeah, lm sure he mailed them too 
because the guy who did it is really cool, 
BILL: How did You get hooked up with the 
guys from Hippycore to do the new 7”? Did 


they write and ask you? 


TED: We did that show in’88... 

KEVIN: How the hell did we meet these 
guys? 

TED: The show... 

KEVIN: No, no, no, we knew them before. 
That’s why they did the show. Geez, | 


can't remember how we met them, maybe’ 


just through the mail. | think they wrote us 
and we did an interview for the second 
Hippycore fanzine. They sent us the zine, 
which we'd never seen before, holy 
cow!...| think we met them that way. We've 
pretty much stayed in contact with each 
other because we live pretiy close to 
where we live and their zine is so cool. 
Beginning of the End had been out for over 
two years and we were really hurting for a 
new record to let people know we are still 
around. They had mentioned to us that 
they were starting to do 7” records. We 
asked them te de our and they were 
like"Ohh...we'd love to do a DEAD 
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‘SILENCE record...ahh” Well, so we did it 


and it came out really cool, especially 
since we couldn't have done it by 


ourselves. It helped us out a lot and it sold 


really well too. It came out in April and 
we've already sold out of the first 
thousand and we're picking up 500 more 
on Thursday. Yeah, those guys are 
amazing. $ 

DAN: So what's going on with Timekiller 
Records? 

KEVIN: Timekiller is still together. The new 
7” we're picking up this week is on 
Timekiller. Like | was telling Bill, we needed 
to get another record out and this 
Hippycore thing was right-on. 

DAN: Do you have any plans on releasing 
other bands on Timekiller? 


“KEVIN: Yeah, we'd like to someday but

right now we're not making enough money 
to do that. We still borrow money fo 
everyone we do. 

TED: Yeah, we've had to borrow money to 
do the next one. 

KEVIN: For Beginning of the End we had to 
borrow 2300 dollars. For Hope we only had 
to borrow 800 dollars. We're slowly 
catching up to ourselves now. 

DAN: Do you still do distribution? 

KEVIN: Yeah but we only do a few bands, 
mainly people we know and really like. We 
sell a lot of stuff through our mail order 
catalog. We carry DISSENT, A.P.P.L.E. 
and a few other bands. We'd like to do 
more but we're really not in that position. 
BILL: Sorry to change the subject but l'm 
going to ask a really broad question: Being 
out on tour and assessing what you see 
going on... 

TED: Oh no! 

BILL: What can you see it coming? 

KEVIN: Go ahead, | think it’s a good one. 
BILL: Well, have you run into any frontal 
Opposition to the views you are trying to 
express? 

KEVIN: What do you mean, like people 
yelling and screaming back at us a lot? No, 
actually if doesn’t happen to us a lot. It’s 
happened now and then on the past couple 
of tours. Once and a while someone will 
get really pissed off about something we 
said and let us know right then and there. 
Then again, sometimes wait until after and 
then sometimes they just leave. The 
biggest opposition we've really run into is 


the kids who sit outside the show and drink 
instead of paying their money and going in 
to see the show. | see that as more of an 
Opposition. 
BILL: When you've been out around the 
country have you been seeing a greater 
number of “positive” things as opposed to 
“negative” things? 
KEVIN: Huh? 
BILL: | guess that was kind of a dud. 
KEVIN: | don’t know if this will answer your 
question or not but this is what it makes 
me think of. I’ve kind of thought about this 
before and I’ve talked about this with Ted 
earlier today; about why we are doing what 
we are doing. | guess somewhere inside of 
me there must be idea that things can still 
be changed, otherwise | wouldn't be doing 
this anymore. Sometimes | say to myself 
“Fuck it! This is so fucking ridiculous!” You 
know, | could be in college learning stuff 
and | could be doing something totally 
different and getting a lot better response 
from people. Either I’m a real glutton for 
punishment or | see something happening. 
DAN: Ever get the feeling that being stupid 
is the new trend in punk and politics has 
gone out of style? 
KEVIN: Whoa yeah! Notice how things 
went from politics...to straight edge...to 
speedmetal? Politics is definitely not 
where it’s at these days! One guy at a 
show yell up to us “Why don't you go back 
to England and make a million dollars?” 
My reply was “If we could make a million 
bucks in England we'd be there buddy!” 
That was kind of weird, we've never heard 
that one before. 
TED: How about “Shut up and play! Quit 
preaching!” 
DAN: have you ever played a show without 
explaining what each song is about? 
TED: Oh no, it wouldnt be the same, it 
wouldn't be us. 
BILL: What kinds of things do you do on 
the road to keep yourself amused? 
TED: Well, let's see...Last week we tried to 
name the states in order of land area. 
KEVIN: Biggest states to smallest states, 
then we did the capitals, then we did the 
presidents and vice presidents... 
TED: We were horrible with the presidents 


«but we knew the capitols and land area 


was kind of debatabie. 
KEVIN: We had a coupie of shows we 


e 


played that we planned ahead and saved 
some money to see some baseball games. 
We also have a little Nerf football we kick 
around at rest areas. 

DAN: Have you ever set up shows in 
Boulder? 

KEVIN; Yeah, we've done a few. Boulder's 
got a real good scene and it helps a lot 
when it comes to getting people to go..... 


Well, for all practical reasons the interview 
basically ended there when my roommates 
came home from work and things took on 
more of a partying atmosphere. If you get 
a chance, try checking out some of their 
stuff. They've got two LP's out, an 
excellent 7” released on Hippycore 
records (which is all about animal rights 
witha thick booklet on the subject) called 
For Your Ego's Sake and by now, a new 7” 
should be out on their own label entitled 
Hope. 
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For the first 3 weeks of August ’89 | was in 
Mexico City visiting some of the punks 


there, and what fallows are some of my 


observations. For almost the entire time | 
stayed in Mexico City, except for three 
days when | stayed in Morelia. Muchas 
Gracias te all the great people | met, 
punks who gave me their ‘zines, tapes and 
records. Femando for the brilliant photos, 


f Ana for the place to stay (well two weeks 


anywayi), ATOXXXICO, MASSACRE 68 
(For the laughs), Roberto and especially 
Miguei Cortez! There's also going to be an 
articie on Mexico in Endless Strugale #71, 
with way more photos and a much better 
article so you'll want to be getting that!! 
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As a country, Mexico occupies an 
important position, both economically and 
geographically. In many ways it is an 
important player in the relations between 
North America and Central / South America 
and plays a pivotal roie in U.S. foreign 
policy with Guatemala, El Salvador, 
Honduras and Nicaragua. Because of it's 
location it also feels the effects of this 
foreign policy, with refugees from these 
war-torn countries crossing into Mexico 
illegally, some en route to the U.S. others 
to stay permanently. One town, 
Tapachula, is now the host to 60,000 to 
100,000 Central Americans. And just as 
many Americans complain about how 
Mexicans move to the U.S. and displace 
workers, working for minimum wage and 
not fighting for their rights because they 
are “illegals”, so too are some Mexicans 
complaining of Guatemalan refugees. In 
both cases it's the resuli of US. 
imperialism. With this Mexico also faces 
the impact of International Monetary Fund 
policies; widespread povery, the 
exportation of high-quality foods such as 
fruits and vegetables, as well as natural 
resources such as petrol. Mexico is also a 
cheap labor source for corporations such 
as Coke, Pepsi, Sony, etc. and the upper 
class constantly calls for more foreign 
investment. Cultural imperialism is also 
evident wiih American yuppie culture 
permeating all of Mexican society, from 
pop stars to T.V. shows to fashion to 
massive tourism industry. Naturally there 
is a lot of resentment to this. In the 
Government there is wide-spread 
corruption and in recent elections it is 
generally accepted that the “victorious” 
right-wing PRI party engaged in massive 
electoral fraud. Almost all available wall 
space is covered in graffiti urging you to 
vote for the PRI, the left-wing PRD or else 
the paint on the wall is just "Punk Rock”. 

One of the things | noticed the most 
about punks in Mexico was the similarities 
to North American or European punks 
rather than the differences, and this is 
probably a good way to dispel any grand 
illusions you may have about “third world 
punks”. Many are like punks anywhere, 
more interested in beer, fixing their hair 
and loud music than actually doing 
something. Having said that | think the 


Si people who were actually active had a 


PE much better analyses of class struggle, 


experiencing U.S. imperialism and the 
corruption of the state, the church and the 
media, than most punks in North America. 
With this virtually all the punks identified 
with anarchism, but more often than not, it 
was an empty anarchism - Sid Vicious 
Anarchy. Speaking of Sidney, | was very 
surprized to see that many Mexico punks 
were very much into the Sex Pistols, 
Exploited, G.B.H. and PIL, although 
they're not just '77 punks as there's a lot 
of contact with bands such as Chaos U.K., 
Heresy, etc. so there’s a wierd kind of 


paradox. a 

Like other scenes, the actual work is 
done by a smaller core of people. Mexico 
City, being the largest city in the world, 
has the most active scene in Mexico, with 
sometimes 2-3 gigs every weekend. 
Collectives, such as Radical Change 
Positive Force and Change or Death , put 
on events and gigs sporadically, Both 
these groups also organized punk 
festivals. Radical Change put one on in 
1987 with discussions, press 
conferences, literature, music as well as a 
large gig with eleven bands who all played 
in two hours(!!) with about 1500 people 
attending. 

There are quite a few active. bands 
such as MEL! (Murder in the Industry), 
MASSACRE 68 (named after the 1968 
massacre of protesters in Mexico City in 
which over 200 people died), 
RESISTENCIA, ATOXXXICO, 55-20) 
XENOPHOBIA, CONFLICTO HUMANO, 
DISOLUCION SOCIAL and more. Most of 
the bands play thrash, usually on pretty 
rough equipment, with most groups 
sharing guitars, amps and drums. Most 
bands have demos floating around while 
vinyl recordings are infrequent. Of these 
bands, ATOXXXICO and XENOPHOBIA 
have E.P.’s out and SS-20 have an LP out, 
all self produced. 

There are also a lot of ‘zines, most with 
a political content, also anti-capitalist, 
anti-kop, anti-statist and many of their 
names reflect this; Brigada Subversiva, 
Sin Leyes (without law), Contaviotencia, 
Antidoto, Aictos Subterraneos, Extrema 
Derecha, (which despite the title “Extreme 
Right” isn’t a fascist zine, it’s straight- 
edge. | know, not much difference but it’s 
well intended), and PPR (Pure Fucking 
Noise) which by now should have it’s 
second issue out and is in both English 
and Espanole. 

At times groups will participate in 
solidarity protests such as a concert in 
solidarity with the Chinese student 
uprising and against repression, as well as 
a protest with the Palestinian Intifada. 
There is also a growing struggle being 
fought against Laguna Verde nuclear 
plant. In august ecological, citizen, 
student and farmers groups declared an 
anti-nuke week in protest. Although the 
left is fairly strong in Mexico, and there are 
anarchist groups such as TESTIMONIOS 
magazine and the libertarian Tierra 
Libertad organization, most of the punks 
have little contact with them citing their 
authoritarian and -ageist attitudes as a 
problem. | 

In Latin American culture, machismo is 
a big problem, and applies to both the 
mainstream society as well as the punks. 
Not to say this isn’t a problem in North 


America, it obviously is, but it is a bit of 


culture-shock to see such blatant -sexism 
with also the more 
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punks as well. There are attempts to 
counter this with wimmin challenging this 
patriarchal shit. One example is CHAPS, a 
wimmins collective of punks. Although not 
too prolific, putting out a newsletter and 
holding a protest against patriarchal 
violence, it is a beginning. Another 
example is Sin Leyes zine, produced by 
wimmin in the punk scene, with articles 
and graphics against machismo. In 
general there is a lot more wimmin involved 
in the scene, in bands and zines, than in 
North America, which isn’t saying much. 
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Unlike North America or Europe, there aren't the divisions 
between the varying tendencies such as anarchist, straight- 
edge, or “Exploited” type punks, tho often it seemed at the price 
of not following through with their politics or being too tolerant of 
shit, In any case, there was a more “family” like feeling among the 
punks. Most knew each other even just casually, and every 
Saturday many punks would hang out in “El Chopo”, a street 
where all sorts of record vendors set up their stalls, including 
punks. From time to time it was common for all the punks to go 


together to whatever gig was happening that night. The funniest. 


thing we did in Mexico was when about 100 punks stormed a bus 
going to a gig - punks hanging out doors, totally crammed onto 


the bus and no one paid! 
Overall, despite what | perceived to be problems, | found the 


punks in Mexico more realistic and more in tune with what some. 


of the ideas of punk are. They didn’t have huge expensive PA 


systems, or big fancy equipment, but they still got up there and | 


had fun. There wasn't the separation between band and audience 
so prevalent in North America, there was a strong, do it yourself 


feeling anda much more real, concrete basis for class struggle. | 


There are no record collectors in Mexico.

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Czechoslovakia has been in the media 
quite frequently as of the past few 
months. It’s been hailed as being one of 
the most progressive of the Eastern Bloc 
nation as far as reforms go. And 
especially since it has allowed several 
thousands of East Germans gain access 
through their border to Western Europe. 
But one facto often overlooked by the 
media is that the county, although liberal 
by some standards, still is ruled by an 
oppressive regime, which still enforces 
strict rules and regulations on it’s 
citizens. Here’s an inside story of life 
there. 

| want to tell you about a trip | made 
this summer to Czechoslovakia. | was 
luckier than most tourists as | got an idea 
of the way of life for Czech people. | was 
not interested in museums, churches or 
statues. And | did not stay in a hotel, 
rather | was a guest of a womyn | met four 
years ago in Yugoslavia. She lives in 
Praga and like the majority of the people 
in big cites, she lives in a large area 
outside of the city which consists of a 
dozen tall grey buildings with flats of 
three rooms each (including the kitchen) 
and the middie there’s a supermarket 
where one can buy food and clothing. 

In fact, the center of the city is 
reserved for tourists, monuments, 
hotels, discos, restaurants, etc. All the 
places in the center sell only to foreign 
money; they don’t accept eastern 
money. So you can easily see how the 
people live with these shops “for tourists 
only” being forced to buy only national 
products. And the government has a 
policy of improving exports of goods and 
imports of foreign money, not the other 
way ‘round. This policy also goes for the 
border. If you want to visit 
Czechoslovakia you have to exchange a 
previously fixed amount of money per 
day (your period of stay is fixed on the 
visa and you must respect it!) and you 
have to spend it before coming home, 
i.e, they don’t return your currency at the 
border. They will take what is left and give 
you a receipt with which you can return 
within two years and still spend it in the 
country. 
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goes to work and the womyn stay at- 
home with the kids. Marrying so young is 
a tradition of theirs so that when they 
finish school they immediately have the 
adult’s problems without any time to think 
about how wrong it all is! The only fun is in 
the evening, and again for men only, they 
go to pubs and drink. They can't travel 
outside Czechoslovakia except to other 
Eastern Bloc countries and only if they 
save lots of money. 

| was really impressed on their 
political views. They really can’t see 
Russia. They say it is only exploiting 
eastern countries, giving nothing in 
return, just building their nuclear arsenal. 
With horror | find their idols are Mr, 
Reagan and his son Mr. Rambo because 
they both hate Russians and kill them in 
movies. 

They no very well of the Veitnam war 
because there are areas of housing for 
Vietnamese people who fled during the 
war. ; 
It is incredible to see how little 
violence is there and how obedient the 
people are. Everyone can walk around 
the city at all hours of the night (and day) 
without seeing any violence, including 
prostitution. There is little police, little 
control anywhere. Everyone has what 
they need to survive; housing, schools, 
roads, hospitals, dentists, etc. are free. 
As much as possible is paid by the 
government. Just enough to survive 
decently. 

However, no one seems to ከፎ 
content! Unsatisfaction, repressed rage, 
frustration and boredom seem to reign 
the youth. Only by sneaking into other 
countries will you be able to change your 
destiny. Asking the other country for 
political refuge. 

Some friends of the womyn | was 
staying were free and living in 
Yugoslavia, Italy and Australia but their 
future is not much better. They're 
destined to live in immigrant 
neighborhoods only., without real jobs, 
houses or lives, Without the future they 
dreamed of while in Czechoslovakia. 

If you want to do something positive 
and cheap you could send a postcard of

Well here goes an interview with perhaps one of the best 
up-and-coming bands, who also happen to be my favorites 
(not that | don’t live with them or anything), and are just 
beginning to play out at the moment. They consist of Felix 
on grunts, Dale on guitar wanking, Mark on rumbles and 
Kirby playing a drum set. We did this one night in our living 
room and Jennifer, another roommate helped along as we 
went. At any rate, enough hype and lets get to it...as just 
about always, | did the interview...Dan that is. 
















DAN; Here goes the dumb first question: How did the band 
come together and what were your intentions for doing so? 
MARK: We had been talking about getting the band 
together since the summer of 1988. We tentatively started 
buying equipment this winter with intentions of getting 
together as soon as possible. 

FELIX: Actually the Lords of Chaos looked down upon us 
and they said “We need Earthly spokespersons for our 
message”. And then a whirlwind tornado lightning storm 
came down and chose us and we were then possessed with 
the powers of Chaos... 

KIRBY: Oh geez! 

[Momentary breakdown into laughter and mayhem...] 

DAN: Are you Anarchists? 

ALL: Yes 

DAKE: Anarchy, Punk and chaos! 

DAN: How does choas fit into Anarchy? 

MARK: Chaos is a destructive power and it allows you to 
vent your angers at the system that oppresses us. 
































FELIX: Chaos is the natural form of things. Nature itself is chaos. 
Hurricanes are chaos. Order is a human invention, like the 
concept of time. 

DALE: | also think it means no ideology. It allows you to judge 
situations without a pre-set ideology. Like dealing with the 
problems at hand and not falling back ona mental crutch. 

KIRBY: When | think of “Create Chaos”, well, it's like we live in a 
society that’s so set on a fragile order, To create chaos means to 
fuck-up the systems that control us. 

DAN: Another easy question: Are you pacifists? 

ALL: No! 

FELIX: Yeah I'll pass-a-fist right through your face! 

KIRBY: Are you? 

DAN: Hey, I’m asking the questions here! When I’m in a band you 
can interview me. No, l'm not if anyone's interested... Okay now, 
what are your views on revolutions? 

FELIX: Well, it kind of depends on the nature of the revolution. | 
think that revolution is a spontaneous uprising of people against 
an oppressor or system. Unfortunately, all to often, in this 
century revolution has come to mean an engineered revolution by 
a professional class of communist organizers that have merely 
over-thrown capitalist systems and replaced it with an equal or 
more oppressive one of their own. | think that revolution is an 
action by the masses of people, without leaders and without an 
organized platform or ideology forced upon them by ideologs, 
against an oppressive system they have had enough of. 
Revolution that we've become accustomed to is all to often a 
communist version which really is just a new set of oppressors 
co-opting discontented persons into overthrowing an oppressive 
system, then again they replace it with another oppressive 
communist system. 

JENNIFER: Or a capitalist system. 

FELIX: Exactly, it’s all the same. True revolution is spontaneous 
action of the people when it gets to the point where the friction 
between the state and society becomes so great that the people 
have to rise up and destroy the system. That’s true revolution. 
JENNIFER: If the outcome is a capitalist system, a communist 
system or lets say a monarchist system, does this kind of 
outcome negate the revolution? 

FELIX: That's just basically a change of power. It’s not a true 
revolution. : 

JENNIFER: But how can you get the mainstream population

geared up for revolution’: 
FELIX: Well, nobody can do that by themself. It’s not something | 
can do alone. It just seems pretty obvious to just about anybody 
that this system is very fragile. It’s built upon an economic 
system based on exploitation of the third world and it’s financial 
Status is very fragile. We're living on barrowed money and 
barrowed time. If you look at the federal deficit it’s just all to 
obvious that the government is running on a loan. We're living on 
barrowed time, environmentally and financially, The government 
can't raise taxes to pay off the deficit because people would be 
starving in the streets... 






























































JENNIFER: But all countries are in debt.. 
MARK: But ours just choses to ignore it. 
FELIX: Right and it’s all going to come to the point where financial 
institutions, all institutions of capitalism, are going to collapse. 
Suddenly all people are going to see their money become 
instantly worthless. 

JENNIFER: How can a single person attack and undermine the 
capitalist system? 

FELIX: That's a mighty big task for one person! 

DALE Yeah! 

KIRBY: But we all count and we all make a difference. Like what 
we're doing. We're trying to make people aware through our 
lyrics. We influence other people just like other people influence 
us. Music is such a great way to spread a message. 

FELIX: The best we can do is try to educate more people, get the 
word out that the end is near. You can live a lifestyle where you 
can buy into the system as little as possible and when it falls 
apart and collapses, which | think is inevitable, then we'll find 
ourselves with a better chance of surviving and finally living a life 
that's free. 
MARK: | think it’s important to convince young people to live as 
autonomously from the state as possible. There's a lot of people 
that have grown comfortable with the security the system offers 
and they don’t care what goes outside their windows. | think we 
have to reach the up and coming masses and show there’s an 
alternative to the system. They have a mind of their own and they 
should use it. 

KIRBY: Yeah, that's why I'm into punk. To me it means change. 
It's like a revolutionary force and it caused a lot of change in the 
way | look at the world. 

DAN: What are your views on such things as Welfare? 

DALE: | get disappointed when I’m working my ass off to make 
money some person just as able-bodied as me is living off welfare 
and buying their food at Tom Thumb (Overpriced “convenience 
store’) to subsidize them. 

JENNIFER: What about Food Stamps? 

MARK: | think food is something that should be free anyway. 
There's so much food that | see no problem with using Food 
Stamps. As for welfare | have to say | agree with Dale. 
Unfortunately we don't live in an anarchist society, We do have to 
work for a living and it really bothers me to think that through my 
work l'm paying for someone to sit at home and watch T.V. 

DALE: If people have the chance to help themselves and they 
don't then it's their own fault. 

FELIX: | don’t see why we have to have a government to step in 











































and take care of people. People can provide for themselves. You 
make your own choices in life... è 
[Interviews decays into argument over birth control, welfare and 
personal responsibility.] 

DAN:...So what about George Bush's war on drugs? 

KIRBY: | think that drugs have been here for a long time. For a 
long time the government has turned it’s back on drugs in the first 
place. | mean they've been importing and distributing them for a 
long time. Look at Vietnam, the government brought in heroin. If 
the government really wanted to crack down on drugs it really 
could. 

DALE: it’s really a waron urban and poor people. You don't watch 
the news and see police driving bulldozers through the houses of 
rich people snorting cocaine at parties. They're really not going to 
the source at ali. 

MARK: It’s just a smokescreen to feed to the media: You hear all 
the hype about crack killings, gangs and what's going on in 
Washington D.C. with the crack downs. 

FELIX: | don't know. | though it was kind of cool seeing that guy 
get busted out front today. Let’s face it, our neighborhood is 
infested with geekers. 3 

MARK: Yeah but that’s just police policy. The government isn't 
throwing any money here. 

FELIX: Still, look at what crack is doing to the youth of this 
country. They're spending their time and money blowing their 
brains out on crack. Crack addiction is serious business. l'm 
addicted to caffeine and that ain't shit. Those people that are 
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addicted to crack are going to die, 

DAN: What about drugs in general? 

DALE: | don't think anybody in the band does any drugs... 

MARK: We ali drink but there are lots of drugs that have 
absoiutely no advantage what-so-ever. Basically the highly 
addicted ones. Yeah, you have pot which just puts me to sleep, 
but thal really doesn’t bother me... 

KIRBY. Dude, go to California: You would hate it! 

MARK; | had teeth knocked out by peopie on crack, Drugs cause 
violence in so many ways, here on the streets and in the villages 
of South America. | just don’t want to have any part of that. 
JENNIFER: Something that really freaks me out is that my “nice 
white suburban” brother died of a crack and cocaine overdose. 
lUs not just a problem of the black urban youth, it's everywhere. 
KIRBY: i'm from L.A. ana there's so many gangs. They're ali 
organized into little Mafias. Like the Crips and the Bloods. 
Theyre coming out here te spread their filth because there's 
profits to be made. 

FELIX: That’s capitalism. It’s just like muttinationa! corporations 
invading the third world. These people know what they're doing. 
They can go to a place where their product can seli for a higher 
price than where they are now and they can find cheap labor 
thats willing to push their product upon other unsuspecting 
customers who become addicted to it forever. They've got rivals 
in the business and will kill over it. That’s capitalism pure and 
simpe 

DAN: What about Animal Rights, has the subject beén played-out 
in punk? 

Mark: No because | think punk has greatiy helped the animai 
rights movement Bands like Conflict, Antisect, etc. have really 
made a difference and Í think it's great they. sing about it. | look at 
people who say "Oh you sing about animal righis well |-think 
that's a cliche and it’s over’ and teil them their full of shit. When a 
Sand comes out with pre-animal rights lyrics | congratulate them 
because every little bit that con be said may make a difference. 


There's always people wiie don't know or aren't sure so it has to 
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be reinforced. People forget things really quick. Look at Live Aid: 


to one gives a shit anymore. The same may happen to animal 
rights if people stop going on about it. 

DAWN: Are you vegetarians? 

MARK: Yeah, | am. 

KIRBY: By diet I’m a vegan but | still wear leather... 

DALE: Yeah, we ail are, To stop eating meat is something we've 
ali got to do. Unfortunately, leather is sii! a different story as it is 


a by-product of the meat industry. 

MARK: To stòp eating meat is a big sacrifice for a lot of people, 

but everyone is going to have to stop eventually. It’s a matter of 

necessity now. 

DALE: You've got to strive to survive causing the least suffering 

possible. 

DAN: How can we dea! with the disposability of our society? 

MARK: Recycle and reuse as much as possible. Cut down on 

plastic consumption.. 

KIRBY: Stop eating meat..

` ROBBING THE POOR TO PAY THE RICH 


The international Monetary Fund (IMF) and the World Bank together regulate the 
world’s economy for the benefit of the multinational corporations and the 
governments of the rich nations. The world bank makes loans to poorer countries 
for massive projects which produce a profit on the capital invested. Similar loans 
are made by large commercial banks including Barclays, NatWest, Lloyds and the 
Midland*. The schemes that they fund lead directly to disruption and suffering for 
the masses of people affected as well as destroying the environment i.e. the 
giant dam projects in Brazil but only the wealthy elite benefit. 

The IMF is the debt collection agency for these loans. It imposes 
"austerity measures" which demand cuts in public spending on health, education 
and the development and the abolition of subsidies on food and transport. 
Wages are reduced and currency devalued. The ‘debtor’ countries are 
encouraged to grow cash crops instead of food for their own peoples. It is 
interesting to note, however, that the IMF does not insist on a decrease in arms . 
expenditures. 

‘For the world’s ruling clique th debt’crisis’ is simply adread that the whole. 
rotten carcass of international finance might crash. The purpose of austerity 
measures and debt rescheduling is to allow banks and their allies to keep on 
bleeding dry the poor nations of Africa and Latin America. The pre - tax profits of 
Britain’s Big Four banks was $4 billion. The banks and the multinationals are 
making profits out of poverty. 

Despite the massive systematic oppression there is world-wide 
resistance from the people who suffer as a result of the lust for profits of the rich 
and powerful. In Bolivia there have been six general strikes in two years in protest 
at austerity measures and in Brazil and elsewhere the poor and dispossessed are 
organizing to fight back. 

The debtis a symptom of a world organized for the benefit.of a minority. 
Through themselves, the resistance to oppressive institutions like banks and the 
IMF will continue to increase until all such institutions are completely abolished. 

By working together people can create a world based on sharing and 
cooperation, on freedom, ecology and peace. -GREENPEACE (LONDON)

* U.S. Savings and Loans are also responsible for the exploitation. Fueled by 


short-term greed they made many ‘high-risk’, short term loans to Third World 
governments. Of course with deflation of foreign currency, the governments 
cannot pay back the loans on schedule, even with austerity measures. This 
means a loss for the S & L’s which are now in need of a multi-billion dollar bail-out.
